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1, Article 27 of the Constitutior of China confers on the National Assembly the 
authority toe amend the Constitution and to elect the Fregident and the VYice= 
President of the Republic. The National Ascembly, in accordance with thie 
authority, revised the Conntiltution and elected the Fresident and the Viee= 
President of the Republic. 


(1) Phe Youth Party and the Democratic Socialist Party were opposed toe any 
change in the Constitution, Having members qualified to participate in the 
Cabluet or Executive Yuan ut without aey member analiffied to be Presidens,. 
doth minority parties convidered it better not to increase the power of the 
President as thie would sen a decrease in the power of the Cabinets. 
Generalissimo CHIANG refised to be named presidential candidate by the 
Fnomintang because the power of the President was very much limited by the 
Constitution, and it would be impossible for the President to keep the 
Legialative Yuan from donineting the Executive Yuan, resulting in a constant 
change of Cabinet = a condition especially undesirable during the Civil War 
with the Chinese Communi:ts, Because of this, the alnority parties reconsidered. 
Finally they agreed on the "Emergency Measures" for the President, preferring 
Generaliseimo CHIANG's mare or less aseured control of the Legielative Youn, 
The small number of-‘hon- partisans", almost all of vhom were either pro- 
Enomintang or indifferent, naturally supported non-partisan MO Te-hui'c 
suggestion to increase the "Emergency Measures" for the President in the 
Constitution, With pressure from the Genernlissima on the Kuomintang, the 
rightist factions of the Kuomintang were obliged to accept the “Emergeney 
Measures" and not mak: further changes in the Constitution, 


(2) The election of she President was a matter of formality rather than 
democratic competitioa, CHIANG Kiaiechek had to be made the first President 
of China. CHU Cheng served as the other preeidential candidate simply as en 
ornamental accompaninant, ‘The election cf the Vice-President from four 
Knomintang candidates -~ although they were not named officially by the 
Kuomintang = was an event to be found only in China, ULI Taung»jen's election 
as the new Vice-President wae the outstanding development of the National 
Assembly. Hle election showed that the non-CC or non-CC-Lleaning Kuomintang 
Members were beginning *o unite and cembat with some success the COH'ER 
vrothera’ rule of the Fuomintang, 


2, the delegates to the National Assembly included members of the Kuomintang, Youth 
Farty, Democratic Soctalis$ Party ind nonepartisane, These delegates were alected 
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as regional representatives (by province or municipality), a8 vocational- 
prefessional representatives (such as the various Women's Associations, Labor 

Unions, ote.), or special representatives (such as Mohammedans, Manchus, etc.). 

Cf the regional representatives, only those from Klangeu and Cheklang Provinces 

were primarily CC Clique men; however, the majority of the vocational-professional 
representatives were CC Clique followers. Some Kuomintang military men, such ag 

#U Tso-yi, wha are fighting in strategic areas, did not attend the National Asgemnbiry. 
4 apecial category involved in the elections of delegates for the National Aasanbhiy 
were the so-called "freely elected representatives, As the Kuomintang promised the 
Youth Party and the Democratic Socialiat Farty - the two minority parties - a certeia 
number of seats in the National Assembly, many Kuomintang members were not nominated 
by thelr party as candidates for election as delegates to the Aesembly. To satiety 
these mombers, the Kuomintang then ruled that any person desiring to become a. 
candidate could do so by aubuitting a petition signed by over 500 signers, thus 
making the person vligible as a candidate for election. Because of this, many 
non-nomineted Kuomintang men joined the ranks of the “*non-partisans" and achieved 
petitions with over 500 signers and became candidates for election, When ths 
electious were completed, about 600 such delegates actually received enongh votes 

to be elected as delegates to the National Assembly. However, since the Kuomintang 
was already committed to the minority parties, these sc-called “freely elected! 
delegates, although technically elected to the Assenbly, were not parmitted to 
attend the Assembly, They were compailed to give way to minority party repreaéntatives 
who bad not received sufficient votes, had dome Little if any campaigning and sinply 
felt ascured of their belng made delegates to the Assembly (which they were), Of 
these 600, about 124 were Kuomintang members and these 1234 were compelled by the 
Ruonirteng to give up their seats in the Assenbly. The General Election Office 

geve each of these 124 representativea a Certificate of Election which stated trat 
aach bad been elected as a representative. Vawover, since they were not permitted 

to attend the Assenbly, these 134 refused to accept the Certificates,
